increased upstate this year, but 
added that New 
York City is 
frequently a “bellw ether” for the 
rest of the state.

The stories are well known to us all; Daniel's success in 
Nebuchadnezzar's court; his friends being saved from the 
fiery furnace; the prophecy of Nebuchadnezzar's madness» 
the hand writing on the wall, and the lion's den. All are 
stories meant to encourage religious peoples to maintain 
their faith in time of trial. 
Fear of the future was great for the Jews in the time of 
Antiochus Epiphanes, as it was in Daniel's time and as it 
is in ours. Daniel proved that God is greater than human 
rulers, and that through faith and patience, living each day 
nobly, man can find his purpose in life.

Like all good politicians who are truly in the 
American grain, Goldwater is a pragmatist. He 
judges a thing — or a policy — by its workings. 
But, unlike some pragmatists, he is aware that 
there is a catch to the famous statem ent that 
“a thing is true if it w orks.” Tile catch about 
this test of tm th is that nobody can know what 
is working if he doesn’t know what it is w oiking 
toward. The pragmatist 
must have a 
goal, a 
philosophy, in older to judge the usefulness of 
a thing or a policy. You don’t hitch a machine 
to empty air. 
Lippmann’s fascinated

covery that Goldwater is a pragmatist, a compro­ 
miser. then, must not tx* left to stand by itself. 
What is interesting about Coldwater is that he 
has ends, but is quite content to push them within 
tho context of the American political system.

The bomb that destroyed a Birmingham 
church may also have shattered the city’s | 
holies for business development in the near 
future.

Corporations once interested in locating 
there now will hestitate to transfer any 
company activity into an area so tragically 
■ disturbed. Executives asked to relocate 
want reasonable assurance of stable condi­ 
tions for their families. As of now, of 
course, no one can make such a guarantee. 
Even business already there has been ad­ 
versely affected by the bombs and incen­ 
diary speeches. Department store sales 
have been off as much as 25 per cent lately, 
a condition due to Harkening payrolls and 
an absence of any economic infusion from 
outside Birmingham. 
This may Ie a blessing in disguise. There 
is nothing like a challenge to a city’s liveli­ 
hood to bring it to its senses quickly. A 
few more bombs and Birmingham would 
cease to be one of the fastest growing com­ 
munities in the South. Businessmen know 
this best of all.
